> ward the ſixt, there remained 
* one vniforme order of Com- 
mon Seruice and Prayer, and 
of the Adminiſtration of Sa- 
ccraments, Rites, and Cere mo- 
| d nics in the Chuich of Eng- 
land, which was let foorth in one Boeke, intituled, 
The Booke of Common Prayer, and Adminiſtration 
of Sacraments, and other Rites and Ceremenies in 
the (Church of England, authoriſed by Act of Par- 
liament, holden in the fift and (ix yeeres of our ſaid 
late Seueraigne Lord, King £4ward the ſixt, intitu- 
led, An Act forthe vniformicie of Common Prayer, 
and adminiftration of the Sacraments : the which 
was rep-aled and taken away by Act of Parliament, 
in the br(t yeere of the Feigne ef our late Seueraigne 
Lady, Qeene Mary, ts the great deeay of the due 
honout ot God, and diſcomfore to the Proſeſſers of 
the truth of Chtiſts Religion, 

Bee it therefore enacted by the anthority of this 
preſent Parliament, that the ſaid Statute of repeale, 
and euety thing therein conteined,onely concerning 
ehe aid Booke,and the Seruice, adminiſtration of Sa- 
craments, Rites, and Ceremonies , contained Or ap- 
pointed, in, ot by the ſaid Booke, ſhalbe void and of 
none effect, from, and after the Feaſt of the Natinity 
of Saint Ion Baptiſt next comming, And that the 
ſaid Booke, with the order of Sernice, and of the ad- 
miniſtration et Sacraments, Rites,and Ceremonies, 
with the alteration and additions therein added and 
appointed by this Statute, hall ſtand, and be, from, 
and after the ſaid feaſt of the Natiuity of Saint John 
Baptiſt,in full force and effect, according to the tenor 
and effect of this Statute : any thing in the fore- 
faid Statute of repeale tothe contrary notwithſtan- 


ding. 

And further bee it enacted by the Qyeenes High- 
nefſe, with the aſſent ofthe Lords and Commons ef 
this preſent Parliament aſſembled.and by the autho- 
rity of the ſame, that all and ſinguler Miniſters, in 
any Cathedrall or Pariſh Church, or ether place 
within this Realme of England, Wales, and the 
Marches of the ſame, or other the Queenes Domini» 
ons, ſhall from and after the feaſt of the Natiuity of 
S. lohy Baptiſt next comming, bee bounden to ſay 
and vic the Mattens, Euenſong , celebratien of the 
Lords Supper, and adminiftrationof each of the Sa» 
craments, and all other common and open Prayer, in 
ſuch order and forme as is mentioned in the {aid 
Booke, fo autherized by Parliament in the ſaid fift 
and ſixt yeere of the reigne of King Edward the (ixt, 
with one alteration or addition of certaine Leſſens 
to bee vſed on eyery Sunday in the yeere, and the 
fax ne of the Ley altered and corrected, and two 
ſentences onely Idded in the dcliuery of the Sacra» 

ment to the Communicants, and none other, or o- 
therwiſe, And that if any manner ef Parſon, Vicar, 
or other whatſoever Miniſter, that ought or thould 
ng or ſay Common prayer mentioned in the ſayd 
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the Feaſt of the Natiuĩty of S. ſobn Baptiſt next com- 
ming, refuſe to vſe the ſaid Common Prayers, or to 
miniſter the Sacraments in ſuch Cathedrall ot Pa- 
tiſn Church, or other places, as he ſhould vie to mi- 

niſter the ſame, in ſuch order and forme as they bee 
mentioned and ſet foerth in the ſaid Booke, or ſhall 

wilfully or obſtinstelyſtanding in the ſame, vſe auꝝ 
other Rite. Ceremony, Order, Forme, or manner of 
celebrating of the Lerds Supper openly or privily,ot 
Mattens, Euenſong, adminiſtration of the Sacra- 
ments. ot other open prayers, then is mentioned and 
ſer ſoorth in the ſaid Boche ( 3 in and 
thor owous this Act, th meant that Prayer which u 
for ot her to come vnto or brave, eu her in common 
Church's or priuaze ( happels,or Oratories, common 
ly called, The Ser nite of ihe Charch) or halli preach, 
declare, or ſpeake any thing in the derogation,or de- 
pt au ng of the ſaid Booke, er any thing therein con- 
tained, or of any part thereof, and (hall bee thereof 
lawfully conuicted, according te the Lawes of this 
Realme, by verdi& of twelue men, or by his one 
canfeſs.on, or by the noterious euidence of the fact: 
ſhall loſe an forfeit to the Queenes Higbneſſe, ber 
Heires and Succeſſotrs, for his firſt offence, the profit 
of all his Spirituall Benefices or Promeriens, com- 
ming or arifing in one whole yeere next after his 

conuidion ; And alſo that the perſon ſe conuicted, 
(hall for the ſame offence ſuffer impriſonment by the 
ſpace of ſixe moneths, without Raile or Mainepriſe, 
And if any luch perſon , ence conuict of any oftence 
concerning the premiſſes, ſhall after his firſt conuĩ- 
&ion, eftſoones offend, and bee thereof in ferwe a- 
foreſaid lawfully conuĩct: that then the ſame perſon 
ſhall for his ſecond offence ſuffer impriſonment by 
the ſpace of one whole yeere, and alſo hall therefore 
be depriued-Fpfo falo of all his ſpitituall promoti- 
ons. And that it hall bee lawfull to all Patrens or 
Donours of all and firgaler the ſame ſpirituall pro- 
motions, or of any of them, to preſent or collate to 
the ſame , 2s though the perſon er ;perſons (e oſſen- 
ding were dead, And that if any ſuch perſon or per- 
ſons,after he thall be twiſe conuicted in forme aſore- 
ſaid, ſhal effend againſt zny of the ptemiſſes the third 
time, and ſhall be thereof in forme aforeſaid lawſul- 
ly conuicted: that then the avg ſo offending, and 
conuicted t he third time, (halve deprined Jp (6 facto 
of all his ſpirituall promotions, and alſe (hall ſuffer 
impriſonment during his life, 

And if the perſon that (hall offend and be conniR 
in forme 2toreſaid , conterning any of the premiſſes, 
(hall net bee Beneficed , nor hane any ſpirituall pro- 
motion : that then the ſame perſon ſo offending and 
conuict,ſhall fer the firſt effence ſuffet imptiſonment 
during one whole yeere next aſtet his ſaid conuicti- 
on, witheut Bayle or Mainepriſe, And if any ſuch 
perſon , not h uing any 8 ptometion , after 
his firſt conuiction, ſhall eftſaones offend in any 
thing concerning the premiſſes, and ſhall in forme 
aforeſaid bee thereof lau ſully conuicted: that then 
the ſame pet ſon (hall for his ſecond offence ſuffer im- 
pri'onment during his life, 
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aboueſaid, that if any perſon or perſons whatſocuer, 
after the ſaid feaſt of the Natiuitie of S. lohn Bap- 
tiſt next comming, thall in any Enterludes, Playes, 
Songs, Rimes, or by other open wordes, declare or 
oo e any thing in the derogatĩen, deptauing, or de- 
piling of the ſame Boske, or of any thing therein 
contained, or any part thereof, or ſhall by open fact, 
deed,or by open threatnings, compell, or cauſe, or o- 
therwiſe procure, or maintaine any Parſon, Vicar, or 
other Miniſter in any Cathedtall, or Pariſh Church, 
or in Chappell, ot in any other place, to ſing or ſay 
any Common & open prayer, ot to miniſter any Sa- 
crament, otherwiſeor in any other maner and forme 
then is mentioned in the ſaid Booke, or that by any 
of the ſaid meanes, (hall vnlawfally interrupt or let 
any Parſon, Vicar,or other miniſterin any Cathedral 
or Pariſh Church, Chappell, or any other place, to 
fing or ſay Commou & open prayer, or to miniſter 
the Sacraments,or any of them, iu ſuch manner and 
forme as is mentioned in the ſai-l Booke: that then 
euery ſuch perſon being thereof lawfully cenuitted 
in forme ↄboueſiid, ſhall forfeite to the Queene our 
Senereigne Lady, her heires and ſuccefloars, for the 
firſt offence an hundred markes. And if any perſon 
or perſons, being once conuict of any ſach offence, 
eftſbones offend a gainſt any of the laſt recited offen- 
ces, and ſhall in forme aforeſaid be thereof lawfully 
conuict: thatthen the ſame perſon ſo offending and 
conbict, (hall for the ſecon offence forfeit to the 
eene our Souereigne Lady her heires and ſucceſ- 
fors, foure hundred markes. And if any perſon,after 
he in forme aforeſaid, (hall haue been twice conuict 
of any offence concerning any of the laſt recited of- 
ſences, ſhall offend the third time, and be thereof in 
forme aboucſaid lawfully couuict: that then euery 
perſon ſo offending and conuict, ſhall for his third 
offence, forfeit to our Soueraigne Lady the Queene, 
all bis goods and cattels, and thall ſuffer imprifon- 
ment during his life, And if any perſon or perſons, 
that for his firſt offence concerning the premiſſes, 
(kall bee conuict in forme aforeſaid, doe not pay the 
ſumme to be pꝛyd by vertne of his cenuiction, in 
ſuch maner and forme as the ſame ought to be payd 
within ſixe weekes next after his conuiction: that 
then cuery perſon ſo convict, and ſo not paying the 
fame, (hall for the ſame firſt offznce, inſtead of the 
aid ſumme,ſuſterimpriſonment by the ſpace of ſixe 
moneths, without baile or mainepriſe, And if any 
perſon orpet ſons, that for his ſecond offence concet- 
ning the premiſſes,ſhalbe conuict in forme aforeſaid, 
doe not pay the ſaid ſumme to bee paid by vertue of 
his conuiction and this eſtatute, in ſuch manner and 
forme as the ſameonght to be paid, within ſix weeks 
next after his ſaid ſecond conuiction: that then eue- 
ry perſon ſoconuicted and not paying the ſame,ſhal! 
for the ſame ſecond offence, in the ſtead of the ſayd 
ſumme, ſuſfer imptiſonmẽt during twelue moneths, 
without baile or mainepriſe. And that from and af- 
ter the ſaid Feaſt of the Natiuity of Saint Iehn Bap- 
tiſt next comming, all and euery perſon and pet ons 
inhabiting within this Realme, or any other the 
eenes Maieſties dominions, ſhall diligently and 
faithfully,bauing no lawfull er reaſonable excuſe to 
bee abſent, endeauour themſclues to reſort ts their 
Pariſh Church or Chapel accuſtomed,or v on rea- 
ſonable let thereof, to ſome vſuall place where com- 
mon prayer and ſuch Seruice of God fhalbe vſed in 
ſuch time of let, vpon cuery Sunday, and other daies 
ordained & vſed to be kept as holy dayes: and then 
and there to abide orderly and ſoberly, during the 
time of Common praier,preachizgs,or other Seruice 


of God there to be vſed and niniſtred , vpon paine 
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of puniſhroent by the Cenſures of the Church: And 
allo ypon paine that euery perſon ſo offending,ſhall 
forfeit for every ſach offence twelue pence, to be le- 
uicd by the Charchwardens of the Parith , where 
ſuch offence ſhall be done,to the vſeof the poore of 
the ſame Pariſh, of the goods, land, and tenements 
of ſuch offendor,by way of diſſreſſe And for due ex- 
ecution hereof,the Queenes moſt excellent Maieſty, 
the Lords Temperall, and all the Commons in this 
preſent Parliament aſſembled, doeth in Gods Name 
earneſtly require and charge all the Archbithops, 
Bilhops,and other Ordinaries, that they thall ende- 
nour themſe lues to the vttermoſt of their knowled · 

es, that the dut and true execution hereof,may bee 

ad throughout their Dioceſſe and charges , as they 
will anſvere beſote God, fer ſuch euils and plagues 
wherwith Almighty God may iuftly puniſh his peo- 
ple for neglecting his good & wholeſome Law, And 
fot the authoritie in this behalfe, Bee it further ena- 
ed by the authotĩtie aſote ſaĩd, I hat all and ſingu- 
let the ſame Archbiſtops. Biſhops, and all other their 
Officers, exerciſing Eccleſiaſticall iuriſdiaion,as wel 
in place exempt 3s not exempt, within their Dio- 
celle, (hall hane full power and authority by this act, 
to reſorme, correct, and puniſh by Cenſutes of the 
Church, all and ſinguler perſons, which ſhall offend 
within any their Turiſdictions or Dioceſſe, after the 
ſaid feaſt of the Natiuitie of Saint Ion Baptiſt next 
comming, againſt this Ace and Statute : any ether 
Law, Statute, Priuiledge, L'bertie, or Prouifion here- 
tofore made, had or ſuffered to the contrary not- 
wirhſtinding, 

And it is ordained and enacted by the authoritie 
aforeſaid,that all and euery Inſtices of Oyer and De- 
terminer,or Iuft ices of Aſsiſe, ſlhzll haue full powec 
and anthoritie in euery of their open and generall 
Seſsions, to enquire, heare,and determine all, and all 
manner of effences that ſhall be committed or dene 
contrary to any article conteined in this preſent Act, 
within the limits of the Commilsjon to them dire- 
ded, and to mike proceſſe for the execution of the 
ſame,as they may dee againſt any perſon being indi- 
ed beſore them of treſpaſſe, or lawfully conuicted 
thereof, 

Pronided alwayes,and be it enacted by the autho- 
ritie aforeſaid, that all and euery Archbillop & Bi. 
ſhop, ſhall or may at all time and times at his liberty 
and pleaſure,joyne and aflociate himlelfe, by vertue 
of this Act, to the laid luſtices of Oyer and Determi- 
ner ox to the ſaid luſtices of Aſsiſe, at euery of the 
ſaid open and generall Seſsjons to be holden in any 
place within his D:ocefſe, for and to the enquiry, 
hearing and determining of the offences aforeſaid. 

Prouided alſo, and be it enacted by the anthoririe 
aforeſaid, That the Bookes concerning the ſaid Ser. 
nice,hall at the coſtes a d charges of the Pariſhio- 
ners of euery Pariſh and Cathedral] Church, bee at- 
tained and gotten before the ſaid Feaſt of the Nati- 
uity of 8. n Baptift next follewing 2: and that alt 
fach Pariſhes and Cathedrall Churches, or ether 
places where the ſaid bookes (hall be attained and 
gotten, before the ſaid feaſt of the Natinity of Saint 
Iohn Baptiſt , ſhall within three weekes next after 
the ſaid — ſs attained and gotten, vſe the ſaid 
Seruice , and put the ſame in vſe according to this 
Ate, 

And be it further enacted by the atithority aſore- 
ſaid, that no perſon or perſons ſhall bee at avy time 
hereafter impeached,or otherwiſe molefied,vf or for 
any of the offences aboue mentioned, hereafter to be 
committed or done contrary to this Acte, vnleſle he 


er they ſo oſſending be thereof indicted at the next 
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qr Seſsjons to be holden before any ſuch lu- 
ices of Oyer or Determiner, ox Iuſtices of Aſsiſe, 
next after any offence committed or done, contrary 
tu the tenor of this Acte. 

Preuided alwayes, and be it ordained and enacted 
by the authority aforeſaid,that all and ſinguler Lords 
ol the Parliament, fer the third effence — men. 
tioned, ſhalbe tryed by their Peetes. 

Pronided alſe , and be it otdained and enacted hy 
the authority aforeſaid, that the Mayor of London, 
and all other Mayors, Bayliffes, and other head Off- 
cers, of all and ſingulex Cities, Boroughs, and Towns 
Corporate, within this Realme, Wales, and the Mar- 
ches of the ſame, to the which luftices of Aſsiſe doe 
net commonly te paire, [hall haue full power and 
authority by vertue of this Acte, to enquire, heare, 
and determine the offences abaueſaid and euery of 
them, yeerely within filteene dayes after the Feaſts 
of Eafter and Saint Michael the Archangel, in like 
maner and forme as Iuſtices of Aſsiſe, and Oyer,and 
Determiner may doe, 

Prouided alwayes,and be it ordeined and enacted 
by the authority aforeſaid, That all and ſinguler 
Archbiſheps and Biſhops, and enery of their Chan- 
cellors Commiſſaries, Archdeacons, and other Or- 
dinaries hauing an liar Eccleſiaſticall ĩuriſdi- 
&ion , ſhall haue fall power and authotitie by ver. 
tue of this Act, aſwell to enquire in their Viſitation, 
Syneds,orelſewhere within their inriſdiion,at any 
other time and place, to take accuſations and infor- 
mations of all and enery the things aboue mentio- 
ned, done, committed or perpetrated within the li- 
mitsof their ĩutiſdiction and authotitie, and to pu- 
nith the ſame by admonition, Excommunication, ſe- 
queſtration,or depriuation , er ether Cenſures and 
Proceſſes, in like forme as heretofore hath beene vſed

Prouided alwayes, and be it enactod, that whatſo. 
euet perſon offending in the ptemiſſes, thall for the 
firſt offence receiue puniſhment of the Ordinarie, 
hauing a teſtimoniall thereof under the ſaid Ordi- 
naries ſeale, ſhall net for the ſame offence eftſoones 
be conuicted beſore the luſtices: and Irkewiſe , re- 
ceiuing for the ſaid firſt offence puniſhment by the 
Iuſtices, hee ſhall not for the ſame offence eftſoones 
receiue puviſhment of the Ordinary: any thing con- 
teined in this Acte tothe contrary, notwithſtanding. 

Pronided alwayes,and be it enacted, chat ſuch or- 
naments of the Church, and of the miniſters there» 
of, (hall bereteined, and be in vie, as was in this 
Church of England by the authority of Parliament 
in the ſecond yere of the reigne of King Edward the 
fixt,vatill other order ſhall be thetein taken by au- 
thoritic of the Quecnes Maieſtie, with the aduiſe of 
her Commiſſioners, 2ppointed and authorized vn- 
der the great Seale ef England for cauſes Eccleſia» 
ſticall, or ef the Metropolitane of this Realme, And 
alſo that if there ſhall happen any contempt or irfe- 
uerence to be vſed in the Ceremonies or Rites of 
the Church, by the miſaſing of the orders appointed 
in this Booke: the Qneenes Maieſtie may by the like 
aduiſe of the ſaid Commiſsioners, or Metropoli- 
tane, erdaine and publiſh ſuch further Ceremonies 
or Rites, as may bee moſt for the aduancement of 
Gods glory,the edifying of his Charch, and the due

And bee it farther enacted by the the authoritie

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A Proclamation for the authorizing an vniformitie 
of the Booke of Common Prayer to bee vied 
throughout the Realme, 


L though it cannot bee vn⸗ 
known to Dur Subiects by 
the koꝛmer Declarat ions we 
haue publiſhed, what Our 
purpoſes & pzoceevings haue beene in 
matters of Religion ſince Dur com⸗ 
ming to this Crowne: Bet the ſame 
being now by Us reduced to aſetlcd 
fozme , Cee haue occation to repeate 
ſomewhat of that which hath palled: 
And how at Dur very ſirſt entry into 
the Realme,beingentertained and im · 
poztuned with Inkoꝛmations ot lundꝛy 
Miniſters , complaining of the errozs 
and imperfections of the Church here, 
aſwell in matter of Doctrine, ag of 
Diſcipline: Although Me had no rea⸗ 
ſon to pze'ume that things were ſo far 
amiſle, as was pzetended,becauſe Me 
han ſeene the Kingvome vnder that 
fozme of Religion which by Law was 
eſtabliſhed in the dapes of the late 
Mucene of famous memozie , bleſſed 
with a peace and p2oſperity , both ex⸗ 
traozdiuary and of many peeres conti- 
nuance (a ſtrong euivence that God 
was therewith well pleaſed, ) Het be: 
cauſe the impoꝛtunitie of the Complai- 
ners was great, their affirmations ve- 
Hement , and the zeale wherewith the 
ſame vid ſeeme to be accompanied, ve- 
xy ſpeciaus: We were mooued thereby 
to make it Dur occaſion to diſcharge 
that vuety which is the chiefelf of all 


ſuch pꝛoceedings, as did rather raiſe # 
ſcandall in the Church, then take of 
fence away. Foz both they vſed fozmes 
of publique ſerumg of God not heere 
allowed, Helo atlemblies without Aus 
thoꝛitie, and did other things carping a 
very apparant ſhew of Sedit ion, moze 
then of Jeale: whom We reſtrained by 
a foꝛmer Pꝛoclamation in the monet i) 
of October laſt. and gaue intimation of 
the conkerence Me intended to bee had 
with as much ſpeede az conueniently 
could bee, foz the ozdering of thole 
things of the Church, which accozs 
dingly followed in the moneth of Lanu⸗ 
ary laſt at Pur Honour of Hampton 
Court, where befoze Dur Selke, and 
Dur Pꝛiuie Councell were allembled 
many of the graueſt Biſhops and Pꝛe⸗ 
lates of the Realme, and many other 
learned men, aſwell of thoſe that are 
confozmable to the State of Church 
eſtabliſhed, as of thole that diflented. 
Among whom what Dar paines were, 
what Our patience in hearing and 
replying, and what the invifferencie 
and vpꝛightnelle of Dur iudgement in 
determining, Ae leaue to the repoꝛt of 
thoſe who heard the ſame, contenting 
our Selfe with the ſinceritie of Dur 
owne heart therein. But Me cannot 
conceale, that the ſucceſſe ot that Cons 
kerence was luch, as happeneth to ma⸗ 


ny other things, which mooning great 


Kinglypieties,that is, ts ſettle the af. expectation befoze they be entred into, 
faires of Religion, and the Seruice of in their iſſue pꝛoduce ſmall effects. Fox 
God befoze their owne.

Notwithſtanding, wee thought meet, 
with conſent of the Biſhops and other 
learned men there pꝛeſent, That ſome 
ſmall things might rather bee explaned 
then changed, not that the lame might 
not very well haue beene bozne with by 
men, who would haue made a reaſona⸗ 
ble conſtruction of them: but koꝛ that 
in a matter concerning the Seruice 
of God Mee were nice, oz rather iea⸗ 
lous , that the publike Fozme thereof 
ſhould be free not onely krom blame, but 
from ſuſpicion, ſo as neither the com⸗ 
mon Aduerſarp ſhould haue aduantage 
to wꝛeſt ought therein contained, to o⸗ 
ther ſenſe then the Church of England 
tutendeth,no2 any troubleſome oz igno- 
rant perſon of this Church bee able to 
take the leaſt occaſton of cauill againſt 
it: And foz that purpoſe gaue foozth 
Dur Commiſſion vuder Dur great 


Seale of England, to the Archbiſhop 


of Canterbury and others, accoꝛding 
to the fozme which the Lawes of this 
Realme in like caſe pꝛeſcribe to be vſed, 
to make the laid Explanation, and to 
cauſe the whole Booke of Commen 
pꝛaper, with the lame Erplanattonsg, 
to be newlp pꝛinted. Which being now 
done, and eſtabliſhed anew after ſo [ee 
rious a deliberation, although Wee 
doubt not, but all our Subtects both 
Miniſters and others, will receiue the 
ſame with ſuch reuerence as appert ai⸗ 
neth , and confozme themlelues there- 
unto euer man in that which him con- 
cerneth: Bet haue We thought it ne- 
ceſlary, ta make knowen by Pꝛoclama ; 
tion Dur authozizing of the ſame, And 
to require æ enioyne all men, alwellEc⸗ 
cleſtaſticall as Tempozall, to confozme 
themlelues vnto it, and to the pzactile 
thereof, as the onelp publike fozme of 
ſeruing of God, eſtabliſhed and allowed 
to be in this Realme, And the rather, 
Foz that all the learned men who were 
there pꝛelent, aſwell of the Biſhops as 
others, pzomtſed their confozmitie in 


with fo a time. 

CUherefoze We require all Archbi⸗ 
ſhops, BiHops, and all other publike 
Mirilters , aſwell Eccleſtaſticall as 
Ciuill, to doe their duet ies in cauſing 
the ſame tobe obe} ed, and in puniſhing 
the offenders accozving to the Lawes 
of the Realme Heretofoze eſtabliſhed, 
fo: the authoꝛizing of the ſaid Booke 
of Common pꝛaper. And Me thinke it 
allo neceſſary, that þ ſaid Archbiſhops 
and Bichops, doe each of them in his 
Pꝛouince and Diocefle take ozder, 
That euerp pariſh vo pꝛecure to them⸗ 
ſelues within ſuch time as they ſhall 
thinke good to limite, one of the laid 
bookes lo explained. And laſt of all. We 
doe admoniſh all men, that hereakter 
they hall not expect noz attempt any 
further alteration in the Common and 
publike foꝛme of Gods Seruice, from 
this which is now eſtabliſhed, fo2 that 
neither wil Me giue wap to any to pꝛe⸗ 
ſtme, that Dur owne indgement ha⸗ 
ting determined in a matter of this 
weight, ſhall be \waied to alteration by 
the kriuolous ſuggeſtions of any light 
ſpirit: neither are Wee ignoꝛ ant of the 
inconueniences that doe ariſe in Go⸗ 
uernment, by admitting innouation in 
things once letled by mature delibera⸗ 
tion: And how necellary it is to vle con⸗ 
ſtancie in the vphold ing of the publike 
determinat ions of States, foꝛ that 
ſuch is the vnquietnelle and vnſtedfaſt⸗ 
nefle of ſome diſpoſitions, affecting e⸗ 
ttery peere new fo:mes of things, as, 
if thep ſhould be followed in their vn- 
conſtancie, would make all actions of 
States ridiculous and contemptible: 
whereas the ſteadfaſt maintaining of 
things by good aduice eſtabliſhen, is 
the wealeof all Common-wealths,

Here was neuer any thing by the wit 
of man, ſo well deuiſed, or ſo ſure e- 
Rrablithed, which in continuance of 
time hath not beene corrupted as (a- 
mong other things) it may plainely 
appeare by the Common prayers in the Church, 
commonly called Dinine ſeruice. The firſt origi- 
nall and ground whereof, if a man would ſearch 
out by the ancient Fathers, hee ſhall finde that the 
ſame was not ordained; but ofa good purpoſe,and 
for a great aduancement of godlineſſe. For they ſa 
ordered the matter, that the whole Bible ( or the 
greateſt part thereof) ſhould be read ouer once e- 
nery yeere, intending thereby that the Clergie, and 
ſpecially ſuch as were Miniſters of the Congrega- 


tion, ſhiould (by often reading and meditation of 


Gods word) be ſtirred vp to godlineſſe tiemſelues, 
and be more able to exhort others by wholeſome 
doctrine, and to confute them that were aduerſaries 
to the trueth. And further, that the people by daily 
hearing of holy Scripture read in y Church, ſhould 
d eee more and more 1n the know- 
lage of God, and bee the more inflamed with the 
oue of kis true Religion. But theſe many yeeres 
paſſed, this godly and decent order of the ancient 
Fathers hath bin ſo altered, broken, and neglected, 
by planting in vncertain ſtories, legends, reſponds, 
verſes , vaine repetitions, commemorations, and 
ſynodals that commonly when any booke of the 
Bible was begun before three or foure Chapters 
were read iout, all the reſt were vnread. And in this 
ſort the booke of Eſay was begun in Aduent, and 
the booke of Geneſis in Septuageſima: but they 
were onely begun, and neuer read thorow. After 
like ſort were other bookes of holy Scripture vſed. 
And moreoner, whereas S. Paul would haue ſuch 
language ſpoken to the people in the Church, as 
they might vnderſtand, and haue profit by hearing 
the ſame ; the ſeruice in this Church of England 
c theſe many yeeres ) hath beene read in Latine to 
the peopleywhich they vuderſtand not: ſo that they 
haue heard with their eares onely, and their heart, 
ſpirit and minde haue not beene edified thereby. 
And furthermore,notwithſtanding that the anci- 
ent Fathers haue diuided the Pſalmes into ſeuen 


now of late time a few of them haue beene dayly 
ſaid. & often repeated, and the reſt vtterly omitted. 

Moreouer, the number and hardneſſe of the rules 
called the Pye, and the manifold changings of the 
Seruice was the cauſe, that to turne the booke one- 
ly, was ſo hard and intricate a matter: that many 
times there was more huſineſſe to finde out what 
ſhould be read: then to reade it when it was found 
out. Theſe inconueniences therfore conſidered, here 
is ſet footth ſuch an order, whereby the ſame ſhall 
be redrefſed, And for a readineſſe in this matter, 
here is drawen out a Kalender for that purpoſe, 
which is plaine and eaſie to he vnderſtoed,wherein 
C ſomuch as may be) the reading of holy Scriptures 
is ſo ſet forth, that all things ſhalbe done in order, 
without breaking one piece thereof from another. 
For this cauſe be cut off Anthemes, Reſponds, Iuui- 
tatories, and ſuch like things as did breake the con- 
tiuuall coarſe of the reading of the Scripture, Net, 
becauſe there is ns remedy, but that of neceſsity 
there muſt bee ſome rules, therefore certaine rules 


are here ſet forth, which as they be few in number,

fo they be plaine and eaſie to bee vnderſtood. So 
that here you haue au order for prayer as touching 
the reading of holy Scripture, much agreeable to 
the minde and purpoſe of the alde Fathers, and a 
great deale more profitable and commodious,then 
that which of late was vſed. It is more profitable 
becauſe here are left out many things,wherot ſome 
be vntrue, ſame vncertaine, ſome vaine and ſuper- 
ſtitious, and nothing is erdained to bee read, but 
the very ps word of God, the holy Scriptures, or 
that which I enidently grounded vpon the ſame, 
and that in ſuch a language and order, as is moſt 
eaſie and plaine for the vnderſtanding both of the 
readets and hearers. It is alſo more commodious, 
both for the ſhortueſſe thereof. and for the plain- 
neſſe of the oxder,and for that the rules be few and 
eaſie. Furthermore by this order the Carates ſhall 
noed none other bookes for their publike ſeruice, 
but this booke and the Bible: by the meanes where 
of the people ſhall not be at ſu great charges for 
books, as in times paſt they haue been And where 
heretofore there hath beene great dinerſity in ſay- 
ing and ſinging in Chucches within this Realme, 


ſome following Salisbury vſe, ſome Hereford vſe, 


ſome the vſe of Bangor, ſome of Yorkey and ſome 
of Lincolne: now from heucefhorth all the whole 
Realme thall haue but one vſe. And if any will 
iudge this way more painofull, "becauſe that all 
things muſt be read vpon the booke»wheras before 
by the reaſon of ſo often repetition, they could ſay 
many things by heart: if thoſe men wil weigh their 
labour with the profit and knowledge which daily 
they ſhall obtaine by reading vpon the booke,they 
will not refaſe the pdine, in conſideration of the 
great profite that ſhall enſue thereof. 

And foraſmuch as nothing can almoſt bee fo 
plainely ſet foorth,but doubts may aciſe in the vie 
aud practi ſe of the ſame: to appeaſe all fuch diuer- 
fity ( if any ariſe) and for the reſolution of all 
doubts concerning the maner how to vndetſtand, 
do, and execute the things conteined in this booke, 
the parties that ſo doubt, or diaerſly take any 
thing, ſhall alway reſort to the Bithop of the Dio- 
celle, who by his diſcretion ſhall take order for the 
quieting & appeaſing of the ſameſo that the ſame

this booke. And if the Biſhop of the Dioceſſe be in 
any doubt, then hee may ſend for the reſolution 
thereof vnto the Archbi ſhop.

Prefice, that all things fall be read and ſung 
in the Church in the Engliſh tongue, to the end that 
the (ongregation may be ther ly euiſied: jet it u not 
meant, but when men ſay Morning and Exening 
prayer priuazely, they may ſay the ſame in auy lan- 
guage that they themſelnes doe vnderſtana. 


Andat Priefls and Deacons ſhall be bound to ſay 
daily the Morning and Euening prayer , eit her pri- 
wately or openly, except they be let by preaching, fit 
dying of Diuinit), or. ſume other vrgent cauſe, 

Aud the Curate that miniſtreth in euer y Pariſh

Mfuch Ceremonies as bee vſed in the 
Church, and haue had their begin- 
ning by the inſtitution of man: ſome 
at the firſt were of gedly intent and 
RIG put poſe deuiſed, and yet at length 
turned to vanity and ſuperſtition: ſame entted into 
the Church by vndiſcreet deuotion, and ſuch a zeale 
as was without knowledge, aud for becauſe they 
were winked at in the beginning, they grew daily te 
more and more abuſes , which not one ly for their 
vaprofitableneſſe, but alſo becauſe they haue much 
blinded the people, and ebſcured the glory of God, 
are worthy ts bee cut away and cleane rejected, O- 
ther there be, which although they haue beene deui- 
ſed by man, yet it is thought good to reſerue them 
fill, as well for a decent order in the Church ( for 
the which they were firſt deaiſed ) as becauſe they 
ertaine to edification , whereunto al] things done 
in the Church (as the Apoſtle teacheth) ought to 
be referred, And althongh the keeping ur omittin 
of a Ceremony in it ſelfe conſidered, is but a ſmal 
thing 3 yet the wilfull and contemptuous tranſ- 
greſs on and breaking ef a common order and diſci- 
pline, is no ſmall oſſence beſote God, 


Let all things bee done among you, ſaith S. Paul. 
in a ſeemely and due order. The appointment of 
the which order pertaineth not to priuate men: 
therefore no man ought to take in hand, not pre- 
ſame to appoint er alter any publike or common 
order in Chriſts Church, except he be lawfully cal- 
led and authorized thereunto. . 


And whereas in this our time, the mindes of men 
are ſo diners, that ſame thinke it a great matter of 
conſcience , to depart from a piece of the leaſt of 
their Ceremonies, they be ſo addicted to their olde 
cuſtomes: and againe on the other ſide, ſome bee fo 
new fangled, that they would innomte all things, 
and ſo deſpiſe the olde, that nothing can like them 
but that is new i it was thought expedient, not ſa 
much to haue reſpe& how to pleaſe and ſatisſie ei- 
ther of theſe parties, as how to pleaſe God, and pro- 
fite them both. And yet leſt any man (heuld be of- 
fended, whom good reaſon might ſatis fie, here bee 
certaine canſes rendred, why ſome of the accuſtomed 
Ceremonies bee put away, and ſeme reteined and 
kept ſtill. 

Some are ut away, becauſe the great exceſſe and 
multitude of them hath ſo increaſed in theſe latter 
dayes , that the burthenof them was intolerable, 
whereof S. Auguſtine in his time complained, that 
they were growen to ſuch a number, that the eſtate 
of Chriſtian people was in worſe caſe, concernin 
that matter, then were the lewes. And he counſe 
ted, that ſuch yoke and burthen ſhould be taken a» 
Way, as time would ſerue quietly to doe it. 


But what would S. Auguſtine h:ue ſaid, if he had 
ſeene the Ceremonies of late dayes vſed among vs? 
whereunto the multitude vſed in his time was not 
eo bee compared. This our exceſsiue maltitude of 
Ceremonies was ſo great, and many of them fo

ſome reteined. 
darke, that they did more confound and darker, 
then deelare and ſet feorth Chrifts benefits vnto vs. 
And beſides this, Chrifts Goſpel is not a cereme- 
niall Law (as much ef Moſes Law was) but it is 2 
Religion to ſerue God, not in bondage of the figur 
or ſhadow, but in the freedome of the Spirit, being 
content onely with thoſe Ceremenies whick doe 
ſerue to a decent order, and godly diſcipline, and 
ſuch as de apt to ſture vp the dull minde of man to 
the remembrance of his duety to God, by ſome no- 
table and ſpeciall ſignification, whereby hee might 
be edified. 
furthermore, the moſt weighty cauſe of the abs- 
liſhment of certaine Ceremenies was, that they were 
ſo farre abuſed, partly by the ſuperſtitious blindneſſe 
of the rude and vnlearned, and partly by the vnſa- 
tiable auarĩce of ſuch 2s ſought more their one 
lacre, then the glory of God, that the abuſes could 
not well bee taken away, the thing remaining ſtill. 
But now as concerning thoſe perſons, which perad. 
uenture will bee offended, for that ſome of the olde 
Ceremonies are reteined till : it they conſider, that 
without ſome Ceremonies it is net poſsible to keepe 
any order, or quiet diſcipline in the Church, they 
{hall eaſily perceiue iuſt cauſe to reforme theit indg- 
ments, And if they thinke much that any of the 
olde doe remaine, and would rather have all deui- 
ſed anew : then ſuch men, granting ſome Ceremo- 
nies conuenient to be had, ſurely where the old may 
be well vſed, there they cannot reaſonably reproene 
the elde, one ly for their age, without bewraying of 
their owne folly. For in ſuch a caſe, they enght ta- 
ther to haue reuetence vnto them for their 1 
tie, if they will declare themſe lues to bee more ſtu - 
dious of vnity and concord, then of innouations and 
new fangleneſſe, which ( as much as may bee, with 
the true ſetting foetth of Chriſts * ) is al- 
wayes to be eſchewed. Furthermore, ſuch ſhall haue 
no iuſt cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerued te bee 
offended, For as thoſe bee taken away which were 
weſt abuſed, and did burden mens conſciences wich- 
out any cauſe: ſo the other that remaine, are retaĩ- 
ned for a diſcipline and order, which (vpon iuft 
cauſes) may bee altered and changed, and therefore 
ate not ts be eſteemed equall with Gods Law, And 
moreoner, they bee neither darke ner dumbe Cere- 
monies, but ate ſo ſet foorth, that euery man may 
vnderſtand what they doe meane, and to what vſe 
they doe ſerue. So that it is not like, that they in 
time to come, ſhould he abuſed as other haue beene, 
And in theſe ourdoings wee condemne no other 
Nations, not preſcribe avy thing, but to our ewne 
people onely. For wee thinke it conuentent, that e- 
uery Countrey ſhould vſe ſuch Ceremonies, as they 
ſhall thinke beſt to the ſetting footth of Gods ha. 
nour and glory, and to the reducing of the peeple 
to a moſt perfect and godly lining, without errour 
or ſuperſtition : And that they ſhould ut away o- 
ther things, which from time to time they peree ine 
to bee met abuſed, as in mens ordinances it often 
chanccth diuerſiy, in diners Countreys,

Aprajer to be ſaid at the houre of death, 


Lord Ieſus, which art the onely health of all 
men lining, and the euerlaſting life of them 
which die in faith: I wretched ſinner, giue and ſub · 


mit my ſelſe wholly vnto thy moſt bleſſed will, 


And being ſure that the thing cannot periſh which 
is committed vnto thy mercy , willingly now Cf 
leaue this fraile and wicked Reth , in hope of the 
reſurrection, which in better wiſe ſhall reſtore it to 
me againe, I beſeech thee, moſt mercifull Lord le- 
ſus Chriſt, that then wilt by thy grace make ſtrong 
my ſoule againſt all temptations , and that thou 
wilt couer and defend me with the bnckler of thy 
mercy, againſt all the aſſaults of the deuill : I fee 
and acknowledge that there is in my ſelle no helpe 
of ſaluationbut all my confidence, hope and truſtyis 
inthy moſt mercifull goodneſſe. I haue no merits 
nor good workes which I may alleage before thee, 
Of fins and euill workes (alas) I ſee a great heape, 
but through thy mercy; truſt to bee in the number 
of them to whom thou wilt not impate their fins, 
but take and accept me for richteous and iuſt, and 
to be the inheritour of eucrlaſting life. Thou mer- 
ci full Lord, waſt borve for my ſake, thou didſt ſuf- 
fer both hunger and thirſt for my ſake, thou did- 
deſt preach and teach, thou diddeſt pray and faſt 
for my ſake, thou didſt all good workes and deeds 
for my ſake, thou fafferedfi moſt grieuous paines 
and torments for my ſake. And finally, thou ga- 
neſt thy moſt precious body to die, and thy blood 
to be ſhed on the Croſſe for my ſake, Now moſt 
mercifull Sauiour, let all theſe things profit mee, 
which thou freely haſt giuex mee, that haſt given 
thy ſelfe for me, Let thy blood cleanſe and waſh a- 
way the ſpots and ſouleneſſe of my ſiunes. Let thy 
righteouſneſſe hide and couer mine vnrighteouſ- 
neſſe. Let the merits of thy paſsion and blood, bee 
tho ſatis faction for my ſinnes. Giue moe, Lord, thy 
grace, that my faith and ſaluation in thy blood wa- 
uer not in mee, but cuer be firme and conſtant, that 
the hope of thy mercy , and lite euerlaſting neuer 
decay in me, that charity waxe not cold in me. Fi- 
nally,that the weakeneſſe of my flelh be not ouer- 
come with the feare of death, Grant mee merci fall 
Sauiour, that when death hath ſhut vp the eyes of 
my body, yet that the eyes of my ſoule may ſill 
behold and looke vpon thee, that hen death hath 
taken away the vſe of my tongue and ſpeech, yet 
that my heart may ery, and ſay vnto thee z In ma- 
nit u Domine;commendo(Ffirizunm mem, (that 
is to ſay) O Lord, into thy hands I giue aud com- 
mit my ſaule, Doraine Jeſu, accipe ſpiritum cum. 
Lord leſu, receiue my dule vato thee, Amen. 
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
